State  of  South  Carolina*  In  the  name  of  God, 
Amen.  I,  Josiah  Gayle,  of  Claremont  County  in  the 
State  aforesaid,  being  in  a  low  state  of  health,  but 
of  sound  mind  and  memory,  and  recollecting  the  mor¬ 
tality  of  my  body,  and  knowing  that  it  is  appointed 
for  all  men  once  to  die,  do  make  and  ordain  tills  to 
be  my  last  will  and  testament* 

I  recommend  my  soul  to  Almighty  God  that  made 
it,  and  my  body  to  be  buried  in  Christian  -  like 
manner  at  the  discretion  of  my  executors*  And  with 
respect  to  vmat  worldly  good  it  hath  pleased  God  to

The  will  of  Josiah  Gayle  v:as  recorded  in  Will 
Book  AA,  page  459,  in  Claremont  County,  Sumter  Dis¬ 
trict,  on  June  3,  1822 e  Evidently  this  occurred 
v?hen  John  Thurston  asked  the  court  in  Sumter  Dis¬ 
trict  for  a  division  of  the  estate  of  Josiah  C-ayle, 
on  the  grounds  that  the  tv;o  brothers  who  were  living 
at  home  were  wasting  the  property *  Among  the  papers 
relative  to  Thurston1 s  petition  is  a  note  dated  in 


1822 


)&£9  which  says  "There  is  four  children  alive, 
two  sons  and  two  daughters;  William  Birchmore,  Jr* , 
Caleb  Birchmore,  Susannah  Birchmore,  and  Dorcas 
Thurston* l! 

Note:  From  the  above  it  appears  that  Dorothy 
Gayle,  daughter  of  Josiah,  married  William  Birch- 
more,  and  died  before  1822,  leaving  the  four  child¬ 
ren  named  above;  and  that  her  daughter,  Dorcas,  had 
married  John  Thurston* 

Josiah  Gayle’s  daughter,  Ann  Berwick,  must  have 
died  in  the  early  1846* s*  According  to  the  terms  of 
Josiah’ s  will,  the  Neg^o  girl  Lydia,  and  her  issue, 
had.  to  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  distri¬ 
buted  to  the  heirs  cf  Josiah*  There  is  a  file  of 
papers  in  the  office  of  the  Ordinary  of  Sumter  Co,, 
S*  C,r  which  deal  with  this  sale  arc  distribution.
